That It shall be u n ­ 
lawful for any person, firm or cor­ 
poration, private or municipal, to pol­ 
lute any w ater course or other public 
bod yof w ater from which wat*r is 
taken for the use of farm livestock, 
and for drinking and domestic p u r ­ 
poses, in the state of Texas, by the 
discharge, directly or indirectly, of 
any sewage or unclean water, or u n ­

or polluting m atter, or thing 
therein, or In such proximity thereto 
as th at will probably reach and pol­ 
lute the waters of such w aler course 
or other public body of w ater
